- Your Commiſſioners have taken all proper Meaſures to enquire of all Perſons 
who, ſince the Twenty Fourth Day of June, One Thouſand Seven Hundred. a 
Fifteen, have been Atultited for levying War within this Realm, or for Conſpi- 
ring the Death of His Majeſty, or for any other High Treaſon whatſoever, com- 
mitted before the Firſt Day of June, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Sixteen, 
within Great Britain, or elſewhere. But a Liſt of the Names of the Perſons fo 
attainted having been annexed to their former Repteſontation, your Commiſ- 
— think it needlefs to trouble this Honourable Hbuſe with à Repetition of

Vout Commiſſioners have alſo: enquired of all Caſtles, Honours, Lordſhips, 
Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements, Rents, Reverfions, Services, Remain-

the ſaid twentieth Day of Ofober, ſent their Precepts to reſpective ks 
of the Peace of the ſeveral Counties, Cities, Towns and, ties in England, 
ales, and Berwick upon Tweed, thereby requiring them to return to your Com- 
miſſioners, on or before the twentieth Day of December, One thouſand ſeven

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reſpective Offices, many of which being already returned, au Commiſſioners 
are preparing AbſtraQs thereof, that their Report, on that Hegd, may be made to 
this Honourable Houſe as ſoon as poſſible.

But your Commiſſioners having teceived Information from ſeveral of the ſaid 
Clerks of the Peace, that the Regiſters of che ſaid Eſtates contain many Skins of 
Parchment, cloſely written on both Sides, and that therefore it will be impoſ- 
'fible tor them to be ready with their Returns by the time limited in the ſaid Pre- 
cepts, they cannot, till the ſaid Returns are compleated, lay betoce this Honour- 
able Houſe a full Account thereof. 0 K * 

Your Commiſſioners have alſo enquired of the real and perſonat Eſtates, that 
have been given, granted, deviſed, bequeathed, or ſettled to Popiſh or Superſtitious 
Uſes in England, Wales, and the Town of Berwick upon Tweed, And id the ſaid 
Appendix, Numb. 3. this Honourable Houſe will find an Account of what Mefſ- 
ſuages, Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, your Commiſſioners have. ſeized 
for the Uſe of the Publick. This Honovrable Houſe will alſo fiud, in the ſaid 
Appendix, Numb. 4. an Account of what perſonal Eſtate has been adjudged by 
us as given, ſettled. or bequeathed to Popiſn or ſoperſtitious Uſes, ind what 
Part thereof was due to the Diſcoverers. _- | 2 

And here your Commiſſioners beg Leave to acquaint this Honourable Houſe, 
that notwithſtanding Adjudications have been made of the ſaid Eſtates, and Or- 
ders iſſued by your ſaid Commiſſioners, for the Payment of the Rents and Pro- 
ſts of the ſaid Eſtates, and of ſuch Sums of Mony, as were ſo adjudged to be 
forfeited to his Majeſty, for the Uſe of the Publick, into the Exchequer of England, 
many of the Tenants, Occupiers and Poſſeſſots of the ſaid real and perſoual E- 
ſtates, refuſe to give Obedience to ſuch Orders. 

Your Commiſſioners are alſo preparing Certificates for the Diſcoverers of the real 
Eſtates, which they have upon Examination found and ſeized, as given to Popiſh 
or Supetſtitious Uſes, to the End Proviſion may be made for them by ſome fu- 
ture Act of Parliament, for ſecuring to ſuch Diſcoverets their reſpeQive Shares, 
as a Reward for their Diſcoveries. Your Commiſſioners have (till before them 
divers other Informations of real Eſtates of a very conſiderable Value, given 
and ſettled 'to Popiſh and Superſtitions Uſes, and of perſonal Eſtates given to 
the like Uſes, which your Commiſſioners find to be ſo artfully skreened by in- 
tricate Truſts, and otherwiſe incumbred, that they have not yet been able to 
make any Determination upon them. 7 | ls 

Notwithſtanding the utmoſt Endeavours of your Commiſſioners, to cauſe the 
Rents and Profits of the ſaid real Eſtates, forfeited for High-Treaſon, to be paid 
into the Exchequer of England, there has hitherto but a ſmall Proportion been 
paid of the Annual Rents; which leads us to obſerve to this Honowable Houſe, 
that all Rents, and Arrears of Rent, of the late Lord Bolingbroſte's Eſtate, to the 
Twenty ninth of yen Onethouſand ſeven hundred and fixteen, are granted 
by his Majeſty to the Lady Bolingbroke, That the late Dake of Ormond's E- 
ſtate, which makes ſo conſiderable an Article amongſt the ſaid forfeited Eſtates, 
is liable to pay two thouſand Pounds per Ann. to the late Dutcheſs of Or mond, 
for her Life, and to raiſe gen thouſand Pounds for the Lady Elizabeth Butler, 
and Intereſt from the Attainder of the ſaid late Duke of Ormond, her Father, 
by a Grant from his Majefty. And alſo to raiſe the Sum of fix thouſand Pounds, 
and Intereſt for the ſame, fer the Portion of the Lady Amelia Butler, Sitter 
of the ſaid late Duke, by Virtue of an AQ made the laſt Seſſion of Parlia- 
ment. 

But the chief Cauſe is want of —_ Powers to compel the Tenants of the 
ſaid forfeited Eſtates, to pay the Rents and Profits thereof into the tid Exche- 

ter; for many of the Tenants refuſe to pay any Rent, and intend to conteſt it, 
and ſeveral of emp have appeared to Exgliſb Bills, brought againſt them in the 
Court of Pxchtquer, in the Name pf his Majeſty's Attorney-General. But the 
Procecdings in ſuch Caſes are ſo tedious and expenſive, and there may be ſo much 
Mony ſpent by the ſaid Tenants in defending the ſaid Suits. as may reader them 
at laſt unespable of paying their ſaid Rents, to the great Damage of the Publick, 

d the reſpeQive lawtul Creditors, as well from the Loſs of the Rents, as of the 
Ch s of the Proſecution. | 

And we further crave Leave to obſerve, that ſeveral of the forfeiting Perſons 
have, fince the AQ of Indemnity, entered upon, and taken Poſſeſſion of their 
Eftates, and for bid their Tenants to pay their Rents, and do ſupport them in the 
ſame, by giving them Security, and other Aſſurances, whereby great Loſs muſt 
enſue to the Publick. = *

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We therefore lay it before this Honourable Houſe for your Conſideration, 
Whether propef Powers ſhould not be given by. AQ of Parliament to ſuch Per- 
ſons as ſhould be thought fit, in a more expeditious Way to levy the Rents and 
Profits of the ſaid forfeited Eſtates, and to tura out ſuch of the Tenants. as are 
neither willing nor able to pay their ſaid Rents, and to leit the ſaid Eſtates to o- 
thers, that will be ready and able to pay the ſame; and alſo to manage the for- 
feited Eſtates till Sale thereof, in ſuch a Manner as might be moſt ſerviceable to 
the Publick, and beneficial to lawful Claimants; by making. Contracts with pro- 
per Perſons for working of Cole - Mines, Lead-Mines, Salt-Pits, and other things of 
the like kind, which now, for want of ſuch Powers, ate either wholly unwronght, 
or wrought to little Profit. This would very much advance the. preſent Yeerly 
Rents of the ſaid forfeited Eſtates. And whereas at preſem the Buildings do 
daily go to Decay, and out of Repair, and the Lands are very much impoveriſh- 
ed by Papiſts, and Friends of the attainted Perſons, now. in the Polleflion there- 
of, without any Poſſibility in your Commiſſioners to prevent theſe, and ſuch like 
Abuſes, whereby it will neceſlarily follow, that theſe Eſtates, when, they came to 
be ſold, will be purchaſed at a leſs Value than otherwiſe they would prodyce.
